STATES GENERAL. 


Yosterday arrived here the ship “Arms of Amsterdam", which sailed from 

New Nethorlands, (Manhatten Island) on 23, Soptembor 1626, 

They reported that our people are in good heart and live in peace there. 

The women also. have borne some childron there. 

They have bought the Island of Manhattes from the Indians,for a value of 

60 guilders,- tis 11,000, n,orgens, (About 22,000 acres) in size. 

They had ail their grain sowed by the iniddle of May,and reaped by the middle 
of August. 

They scad thence samples of summer grain,- such as wneat,rye, barley,oats, 
buciovwheat, conary-seed,boans and flax. 

The cargo of the said ship is,— 7246 beaver skins,1785 otter skins, 675 otter 
gikins,48 minck skins, 36 wild cat skins, 33 minck skins, 34 rat skins,and

This fact was kmown far and wide, 
and it was a guarantee that full relisious freedom would be allowed in New Jersey, 
tnat fair laws would be onacted and the same equitably and justly enforced and 
construed. William Penn's name was a tower of strangth. 

A Hollander also named Arent Sonmans,and his son Peter Sonmans,after his death was 
proprietor,and owned thousands of acres in Somerset and Monmouth Counties. 

He was known to his countrymen Ea Nee York,and used his influence to direct a current 
immigration to these counties. The quarrels,contention and troubles in the 
tch Churches in Kings County,Long Island,from 1705 to 17l4,and the governent
